CULTURAL DIRECTIONS 


Irises should be placed to get a maximum of sunlight in ordinary sweet garden 
soil. When planting, spread roots and place rhizomes just under the surface. If 
ground is dry, water well to settle the soil about the roots. Late autumn planted, 
stock needs some protection.
